Lying Admitted. 
In Whisky Case 


By Navy Officer 


Ensign Cushing, Accused 
of Storing Liquor in Vjo- 
lation of Orders, Con- 
fesses to False State- 
ments. 


New York, July 13.—Ensign 
Windsor H. Cushing, on trial with 
Ensign Frank Lamb before court- 
martial at the New Yark navy yard, 
today admitted‘he “had subscribed 
to false statements” at a prelim- 
inary investigation of charges of 
violating an order of the Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels forbidding the 
storing of liquor aboard United 
States navy craft. 

Cushing was senior officer and 
Lamb junior officer of a seaplane 
which it is charged flew from Bi- 
mini Islands, Bahamas, to Key 
West, Fla., with more than 100 
bottles of whisky stored in the 
gun pit. A ste itement made by En- 
sign+-Lambe at. an. investigation | 
which préceded the court-martial 
in which he was said to have ad- 
mitted that whisky had. been car- 
reviewed. Cushing at 
that investigation was said to have 
stated that he desired to share 
equally with Lamb the  responsi- 
bility for the incident. 

Out of Sense of Duty 

Asked if he now agreed with 
Lamb’s statement, Cushing replied 
that he had “made statements at 
that time out of a sense of duty” 
and that he had not testified under 
oath. > 


“Did you testify to anything that 
was untrue?” the judge advocate 
inquired. es 

“There were several things said 
at that investigation that were un- 
true,” Cushing answered. “I sub- 
scribed te several things that were 
untrue.” 

Counsel for the defense brought 
out in Cushing’s testimony that he 
had no agreement with Lamb to 
make a flight to the. Bimini Islands 
to get whisky. Asked why he 
‘made the trip Cushing replied: 

“Oh, to locate engine trouble.” 

, On cross-examination, Cushing 
was asked if it was absolutely es- 
sential to go to the Bimini Island. 
Cushing, ausing, replied in the 
negative, and to another query by 
the judge advocate he said he “did 
not know what our intentions were 
in going to the Bimini Islands.” 

Cushing testified that he had re- 
arded the order of Lieutenant 

En Cuthrell, acting commander 

the naval air ‘station at Key 
Went to take the seaplane out to 
see and dump anything “suspicious” 
overboard, merely as a routine one. 
Cushing Grinned. : 


“Tt was friendly advice,” he onl, 
“but I considered it unsound, [If.I 
had been ordered to take the sea- 
Plane out and sink it I would have 
done so.’ 

Cushing grinned as he said he 
“thought he had a general idea” 
of Secretary Daniels’ order concern- 
ing the ban on liquor aboard United 
States naval craft. 

Replying to a .question by the 
judge advocate, Cushing said he 
did not own any of the = bottles 
which were ordered thrown over- 
board at Key West, had no. per- 
sonal interést in them and did not 
know who owned them. 

Ensign Lamb, in __ rebuttal, 
that he, in a conversation 
Cushing decided to take the sea- 
plane out for a motor test, but that 
the destination wds nét discussed’ 
nor was there any mention of any 
purchases to be made in the. Bimini 
Islands.

Inauguration of Relent- 
less Warfare Against De- 
linquents Started Tues- 


INDIVIDUAL RECORDS 
WILL BE INVESTIGATED 


Steps Are Beikg Taken 
‘Now in Order to,Have 
Cases on Docket Before 
Time Limitations Expire 


Inauguration of relentless war- 
fare against delinquents under the 
selective service regulations was 
announced Tuesday morning bj 
Gordon M. Combs, assistant 4tJnited 
States district attorney. A general 
clean-up of all cases of delinquency 
under.the draft act in thé northern 
district of Georgia that have come 
to the attention of the government 
will be made. 

Mr. Combs is preparing 


to file 


against alleged delinquents. That 
many have been reported, but be- 
fore the cases are taken into court, 
a th orough investigation into the 
record of the alleged delinquent 
will be made by agents of the de- 
partment of justice, so that no in- 
justice may be done to innocent 
parties. 
Copies Are Received. 

Certified copies of the local draft 
board records of all alleged delin- 
quents in this district have been re- 
ceived by Mr. Combs from the of- 
fice of the adjutant general of the 
army. The certified records consist 
of copies of the registration card, 
questionnaire and copies of all oth- 
er documents used in registering 
and classifying the men. 

Each individual record will be 
thoroughly investigated by the bu- 
reau of investigation of the depart- 
ment of justice, and’ if sufficient 
evidence can be obtained to war- 
rant conviction, a-eriminal informa- 
tion will be filed in federal court 
by the district attorney. If the in- 
vestigation discloses the fact that 
the apparent delinquency was caused 
by errors in the records of .the local 
boards, or dther irregularities, the 
case will be dropped. 


In the event that the in vestiga- 
tion of a case is not completed 


time the alleged act of delinquency 
occurred, a criminal information 
against the alleged. violator will 
be filed ay, in order to have 
the mattér’.On the dockets of the 
court before the time limitations of 
the Gratt act expire. 
terorted. 

» Of the * 4.400 men who are ac- 
cused of failing to meet require- 
ments of the selective service regu- 
lations, the greater number con- 
sist of those who are said to have 
failed to submit their question- 
naires or failed to report for physi- 
-cal examination when summoned by 
‘their local registration board. 

“The government is not going to 
let a single one of these slackers 


dues,” said Mr. Coombs. “Every case 
we have on record will be investi- 
gated thoroughly, and prosecution 
will be instituted if the evidence 
gathered warrants a conviction. 
“Tt is possible that a great many 
of these alleged delinquents are not 
really delinquents, through some er- 
ror on the part of the local board, 
or of the allegwed delinquent him- 
sel. For instance, investigation of

R suck a 


WAllies Preparing 


To Force

Question, the Germans 
Claiming That Allies 
Are Making Impossible 
Demands. 


FOCH IS SUMMONED | 
TO ENFORCE DEMANDS 


Probable That Allies Will 
Occupy German Coal Re- 
gions—Germans Say Al- 
lies Can-‘Do What They 
Please. 


Spa, Belgium, July 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A deadlock has 
been reached by the allies and the 
Germans On the «-oal question, and 
Marshal Foch and Field Marshal 
Wilson, the allied military chiefs, 
have again been summoned to dis- 
cuss possible enforcement meas- 
ures. . 

The allied premiers, having been 
informed that the Germans were 
ready, called a meeting for 5:30 
o’clock this evening instead of to- 
morrow, as planned this morning. 
The German reply was not accept- 
able and the summoning of: Marshal 
Foch ahd Field Marshal Wilson, it 
is understood, means immediate 
méasures to enforce the treaty wn- 
less Germany modifies her atti- 
tude. 

The German Attitude. 

‘Dr. Walter Simons, the German 
foreigh minister, informed the pre- 
miers today that the Germans, if 
ordered to supply two million tons 
of coal monthly would, of course, 
do their best. l.e declared, how- 
ever, he could not see how the Ger- 
mans could promise something they 
could not do. 

Dr. Simons in effect, said that 
if the allies wanted the voluntary 
co-operation of the Germans it 
would have to be by mutual agree- 
ment. If no agreement could be 
reached, he added, then the repara- 
tions commission should be permit- 
ted to decide what the allies in- 
tended to exact under the treaty 
and fix any pepalties the allies 
thought proper. 

‘The allies originally demanded 

a monthly delivery of 2,200,000 tons 
of coal by the Germans. - ‘The Ger 
mans offered 1,100,000. tons a ze 
llied demand was reduced 

000 tans, 

he German foreign secretary |. 
said to the Associated Press: 

“The allies may, under the treaty, 
give us an order concerning coal. if 
they give an order, we, of course, 
would try to satisfy it. But we do, 
not believe we could. That would 
not be a voluntary co-operative ar- 
rangement.” 

Dr. Simons said later: “The allies 
can occupy the Ruhr or other terri- 
tories, They can send their own 
agents into Germany and probe the 
situation. They may fix any pen- 
alties; we are not in a position to 
resist.” 

Hope Germans Will Yteld. 

The secretary expressed the at- 
titude of the German delegation as 
it is tonight, but the allied ministers 
hope before they take further meas- 
ures that the Germans may change 
their decision. 

Marshal Foch will leave Paris to- 
night, arriving at Spa ‘tomorrow 
morning. Field Marshal Wilson is 
searcely expected to. reach here 
from England before tomorrow aft- 
ernoon or evening. The supreme 
council will meet immediately afte 


remaining here meanwhile. 

The German delegates after the 
morning gmeeting of the reparations 
commission when asked to amplify 
their proposal, sent a letter to Pre- 
mier Delacroix saying it would he 
impossible for them to be definite 
in. their proposals until the coal 
question was settled. It appears

WILSON IS ACCUSED 
OF LEAGUE OBSESSION 


Harding Charges Presi- 
dent. Seems Eager to In- 
volve the United States 
in the Twenty-Odd Wars 
Now Going on in the

Marion, Ohio, July 13.—Senator 
.Harding charged in a statement to- 
night that President Wilson had 
forced the democratic presidential 
and vice presidential nom{nees to 
accept his view that the league of 
nations should become the domi- 
nant campaign issue. \The pres- 
ident’s one concern, the senatgri 
said, is the “vindicaczion of hts for- 
¢ gn policy” and he insists upon

“The republean’ party and can- 
didates gladly accevt the chal- 
lenge,” the statement said. “We are 
more than . willing fo make the 
election a national referendum’ on 
the question -whether we shall have 
four years more of the democratic 
readiness to surrender this repub- 
lic.”

. MISTAKES OF MOBS. - 

Lynching under apy circum: 
stances is bad business, demoraliz- 
ing and destructive of government 
in that it is a demonstration of con- 
tempt for law, the courts and the 
institutions of orderly society, but 
when the mob satiates its frenzy 
with the blood of a victim whose 
innocence is subsequently estab- 
lished, the crime is ghastly bevond 
description. 

Since the recent Duluth, Minn., 
lynching of three negroes grave 
doubts as to the guilt of two of 
the victims have been freely gx- 
pressed by official investigators, 
but there the matter seems to have 
rested. : 

Only last week two negroes were 
taken from the officers of the law 
in Texas; chained, unharmed, to 
stakes, and burned to death. The 
authorities subsequently made a 
public statement that to the best of 
their knowledge and belief the hap- 
less blacks were innocent of the 
crime for which the mob put them 
to a horrible death by burning. 

Last Wednesday a negro ‘“sus- 
pect” was dragged from his cell in 
the Parson county, North Carolina, 
jail and lynched. Afterwards a 
prominent contractor, employer of 
the victim up to the time of the 
latter’s arrest, made public a sign- 
ed stafement in which he declared 
the negro was hard at work at the 
time’ when the crime for which the 
negro was lynched was committed, 


In each of these instances no one 

but the mob’s victims suffered. 
- According to the published re- 
ports, in neither case did the offi- 
cers “put up a fight” in defense of 
the prisoners—human beings en- 
trusted to their care and protection 
pending trial and the establishment 
of their guilt or innocence through 
the orderly processes of civilized | 
government. 

It is high time that state legisla- 
tures were providing adequate legal 
safeguards against such instances 
of malfeasance in office. 

A law which would automati- 
cally remove from office any sher- 
iff in whose jurisdiction a lynching 
takes place, would serve the pur 
pose. 

And it would. stop lynching, be- 
cause a mob is per se a coward, 
and its members ordinarily would 
scatter like scared rabbits at the 
first shot from a sheriff's revolver, 
and few, if any, of them would be 
willing to.undertake a job of lynch- 
ing knowing that the sheriff would 
inevitably be ousted from his office 
as a consequence.

The San: Francisco convention 
was as different from the Chicago 


convention as the cool, invigorat- 
ing trade winds of ‘the Pacific at 
the time were different from the 
hot, humid atmosphere’ of the 
Lake Michigan metropolis early in 
June. 


convention was unbossed. 

The republicam convention was 
not only bossed,. but offensively so 
—as illustrated. by the decision of 
Chairman Lodge (author of the 
Lodge reservations so ardently 
supported by Senator Hoke Smith) 
that Henry Lincoln ~Sohnson, the 
Georgia republican leader, had 
been elected national committee- 
man by the convention. I was pres- 
ent and in twenty-four feet of the 
chairman and I can testify there 
were ten “nays” to one “aye” and 
yet the gavel wielder—the boss— 
declared “the ayes have it.” Thére 
was no “seem to have it,” as Sam 
Olive would say, about it. .

“seconds” only in the effort to at- 
tract women votes behind the can- 
didates, but in the deliberations of 
the convention they were as a unit, 
a functionless fifth-wheel, and 
treated more as in the way of the 
bosses,-apparently, than as a-co- 
operative factor in party politics, 
The group of men who drive the 
party machinery for the repntbli- 
Cans are joud in their appeals for 
the women vote in November; but 
they are impatiently unwilling to 
have them butting In on the more 
complex jobs of “bossing.” 

At San Francisco it was just the 


reverse. It was a 60-50 division, 
and the women not only acquitted 
themselves nobly but added char- 
acter to the proceedings. 


On the whole, the Chicago con- 
vention was spiritless. Everybody 


had a frown and a gnarl, with the 
delegates tormented by heat while 
Standing around waiting for or- 
ders, 

The San Francisco convention 


was full of life, cheer, spirit. Ev- 
erybody was apparently happy and 
there was an atmosphere of glad- 
ness that enveloped the great audi- 
torium, accentuated by a genuine 
party comradeship that had never 
been seen before A a national con- 
vention of either party. ;

There ‘s, little to be gained by 
criticising our narrow, incompe- 
tent public school system. As 
long as sehoo!) boards are filled by 
politicians and old ladies of both 
Bexes the school system must re- 
main tie huge failure it is. Fortu- 
nately the greater part of an. edu- 
cation is obtained outside of the 
school. Probably it is essential for 
the public te maintain institutions 
where the pedagogues may quarrel 
incessantly over the preferable 
method of teaching mathematfts or 
English and the school book pub- 
lishers may get theirs out af the 
spoils of every pedagogic wran- 
gle. Meantime, those who want an 
education must do the best they 
can to get it notwithstanding the 
handicap put upon them by the 
semi-organized public school. 

A beautiful modern building jin 
pr, city pf 500,000 population is used 
as a high school for some 1.500 
pupils, .The building is but a few 
years old, yet !t contains neither 
gymnasium nor swimming pool nor 
even shower baths. And they pre- 
tend to include phvsical education 
in the curriculum. Gosh, you ought 
to see the stuff they so designate, 
it would never in the world imperil 
one stee] stay in ye teacher’s ab- 
dominal-splints nor would it spoil 
Lilly Jean’s chorus lady complex- 
ion. But there, is soan. They are 
cleaning up, All spring and all 
summer the builders have been 
busy out back erecting an addition 
to harbor a gymnasium and a 
swimming pool. Some “nut” must 
have played a low trick on the 
school boand. :

Believing that the state is the 
proper agency through which such 
transactions should’ be made, At- 
torneys O. E. and Millard C. Hor- 
ton, of Atlanta, are fostering a bill 
to be introduced in the legislature 
Wednesday designating the state 
as trustee for funds left by Mrs. 
Frances C. Tucker for the educa- 
tion of poor children. 
@ Their decision resulted from be- 
ing appointed as executorg of, the 
estate of Mrs, Frances C.. Tucker, 
who died in 1917. Mrs, Tucker left 
an estate of $40,000, and it was her 
desire that the money should be 


used for the education of poor, 
worthy girls, naming the Horton 
brothers as permanent. trustees to 
carry out the project. 

The.bill which will be introduced 
has for its purpose the designating 
of the state as trustee for suca 
funds where so indicated and names 
the state treasurer as administra- 
tor until such time as the money 
on hand grows so large that it will 
be necessary to appoint a special 
administrator at which time the 


trustee. 

The purpose of the movement, 
states O. E. Horton, is: to encourage 
wealthy people to leave estates for 
the education of poor children since 
it is believed that if the state han- 
dles the money it will probably be 
better expended. 

Governor Dorsey recommended the 
suggestion of Mr. Horton in his mes- 
Sage to the legislature in 1918, but 
as the will of Mrs. Tucker was be- 
ing contested by relatives, the mgt- 
ter was not pressed at that time. 
Now that the will has been deter- 
mined it is planned to make the 
Tucker fund the nest egg to start 
a general fund. 

The rules governing the perma- 
nent administration of the Tucker 
fund were patterned after the rules 
for the administration of the 
Charles McDonald Brown scholar- 
ship fund at the University of Geor- 
gia, ,formulated by the late Gov- 
ernor Joseph E. Brown. This fund 
was created a number of years ago 
and has grown from fifty thousand 
dollars to over two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. :

‘General Pilsudski, the head of 
the Polish state, has taken no steps 
on hig own account toward an ar- 
mistice, according to the Polish de!- 
egation here, the matter being left 


in the hands of the allies. 

Hhe Polish military authorities 
have informed the allies they can 
put in the field an army of: 1,000,- 
000 men, but they need 400,000 ri- 
fles, 5,000 machine guns, 1,000 field 
guns and armored cars and tanks, 
together with a great variety of mu- 
nitions. 

The Poles count upon the allies 
Supplying this material, the deliv- 
eries beginning in about 1& days 
unless the soviet government im- 
mediately accepts an armistice.

The court held that it was with- 
out. authority to inquire into the 
action of the state legislatures in 
ratifying the suffrage amendment 
and that it had no authority to pass 
upon the validity of such an amend- 
ment. Mr. Fairchild noted an ap- 
peal to the supreme court of the 
United States.

the plaintiff did not show in his 
bill any peculiar interest in the sub- 
ject matter as to entitle him to 
maintain the suit against them. 
may also denied that Mr. Fair- 
child’s bill set forth any -condition 
requiring equitable relief, and con- 
tended further that the plaintiff had 
not shown existence of any emer- 
gency calling for inpunctive relief.
